MANY CALVES WILL BE 
SHOWN IN MONTGOMERY 
AND ELBA STOCK SHOWS 


On July 15th 26 members of 
the Elba Chapter of Future Farm- 
ers of America gathered at the 
Elba Livestoek barn to wateh the 
unloading of 48 Hereford calves, 
Great interest was shown by each 
of the boys, for they would in just 
a short time dvaw one or more of 
these calves-vo be taken to their 
homes and start on the road to 
feeding for ten months, 

Hach of the boys had a big job 
ahead of him, as the calves were 
wild, poor and untrained for any 
type of feeding. Many of them 
had never been around man_be- 
fore, as their lives so far had been 
spent on the wide open ranges of 
Texas. This didn’t bother the FFA 
boys, as they knew that they would 
study in vocational class the 
things they would need to know 
about feeding, training and show- 
ing of their calves, Many hours 
have been spent during the past 
ten months and along with it 
many pounds of gain have been 
placed on the calyes, Many of 
these hours were long and hard, 
as nearly all of the students who 
are feeding calves have never fed 
before, but never did one of the 
boys complain, for he knew that 
he was learning the value of good 
livestock, how to balance a ration 
und feed the calves, how to train 
and show animals, and in the end 
he was looking forward to enter- 
ing his calf in the spring shows. 

Now that most of the ten 
months that the calves had to be 
fed have passed and time for the 
shows is here, all of the FFA mem- 
bers are working with their calves 
to make them look the best for 
the shows. Some of these calves 
will be entered in the Montgom- 
ery Livestock show and _ others 


will be taken to the Tri-State show 
at Dothan. With the show at Mont- 
gomery being this week, the fol- 
lowing boys will show calves in

FRIENDS OF JESUS 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 10:13, 14; Luke 
6313-16; 8:1-3; 15:1, 2; John 3:1, 2a. 

MEMORY SELECTION—Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I command 
you.—John 15:14, 


Jesus is our friend. We may be 
His friends. Simple words thus pre- 
sent the most profound and satisfy- 
ing experience of life. There is noth- 
{ng more wonderful than friendship 
with Jesus. 

We may become the friends of 
Jesus and make Him our friend sim- 
ply by putting our faith in Him as 
Saviour and Lord and thus doing 
what He commands. He said, ‘Ye 
are my friends, if ye do whatsoever 
I command you” (John 15:14). 

What kind of friends did Jesus 
choose? Did He limit His interest 
to a select circle of very religious 
people, or to the cultured and edu- 
cated folk of His day? It may sur- 
prise some Christian people who 
have made the church a sort of ex- 
clusive club to learn how wide were 
the interests and the love of the 
Lord whom they profess to serve.
